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uring the 1993-94 school year, George Fox College was busy Break- 
m M m § New Ground. The first sights to returning students were 

trenches sprawled across the campus and the absence of the tower- 
ing pine trees that once shaded buildings like Hoover, Calder and 
Wood-Mar. Things were certainly changing. 

Perhaps the biggest change was the beginning of construction on 
a new $5.3 million Edwards-Holman Science Center, which was 
built around historic Wood-Mar Hall. Other projects included 
resurfacing the track, paving the Wheeler Sports Center parking 
lot, and relocating the newly improved weight room. In addition, 
plans for a new prayer chapel and tennis courts, as well as renova- 
tions of the Marriot Food service, were getting underway. 

But dirt wasn't the only ground that was being broken. Enroll- 
ment hit an all-time high, topping the 1500 mark, growing ten 
percent over the previous year. 
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the district and regional championships before moving on to the national tour- 
nament in Texas. Both the men and womens' cross country teams lived up to 
their traditional excellence by each placing in the top 20 teams nationally. 

Once again, George Fox was named by U.S. News and World Report maga- 
zine as "One of America's Best Colleges," the highest of any Oregon college. 
On the spiritual side, chaplain Gregg Lamm continued to bring in nationally 
recognized evangelists, such as Tony Campolo. Spreading the Word through 
music, the Day spring singers toured the West Coast and released an album as 
well, while the GFC Players brought the message of Christ through drama to 
area churches and schools. 

George Fox has laid a strong foundation of tradition which allows itself to 
build upon that base, allowing future students to continue breaking new 
ground.

While there weren't any trophies to 
add to the showcase, 1993-94 was a 
season for the record books. In a year 
that saw the men's basketball team win 
more games on the road than at home, 
the Bruins compiled a 17-16 overall 
record, finishing 8-8 in conference 
play. 

On the upside, senior forward Jamie 
Boutin appeared for the second year in 
a row on the Cascade Conference all- 
star team, finishing as the fifth highest 
vote-getter, while sophomore Nick Haij 
and senior Justin Paola earned all- 
conference honorable mention.

After compiling the best record in 
GFC baseball history and breaking 
nearly every school hitting record, 
the Bruins were denied the team's 
fourth consecutive NAIA Disrtic 2 
championship. While the team 
edged out Albertson College fir the 
Cascade Conference regular season 
title, the Coyotes handed GFC their 
first district loss since 1990. In a 
best-of-two series, the Bruins were 
one strike away from forcing a 
second game when an Albertson 
player smashed a two-run double in 
the tenth inning.

The communications department 
included the Crescent newspaper, the 
Darkroom staff, and a poetry and art 
collection booklet called the Wineskin. 

For the first time, the Crescent was 
published weekly under two different 
managing editors. Sophomores Gina 
Boyd and Eric Muir tackled the job, 
Muir finishing the job alone during the 
second semester. The paper was 
delivered to each students' mailbox 
every Friday afternoon. 

An Arts and Entertainment section 
was added which joined the usual 
Sports and Editorial features. Colum- 
nist David Ruff, junior, usually created 
quite a reaction from the student body 
with his controversial opinions, while 
Pat Johnson wrote on somewhat lighter 
topics. 

"My column gave me a means to 
vent my Calculus frustrations," said 
Columnist Pat Johnson.
